Unofficial peace parieys, reported 
from various sources have not 
borne fruit and so far there have 
been no formal steps by the govern- 
ment or the Trades Union Congress 
looking to any settlement of the in- 
dustrial war now raging. 

Premier Baldwin is standing firm-
